The result 
proved that that was unnecessary to elect, 
for by a careful examination of the tickets 
we conclude that there were 815 voters in 
the Administration Party and 790 in the Up- 
position, ‘There were 82 offices to fill, and 
the former elected 2] and the latter 18 of 
their candidates. The Opposition was a 
good ticket, so good in fact that the Admin- 
istration were afraid of it, butas one of them 
remarked about the “ They 
haven't got the men.” They only needed 
25 men to ensure the victory, but the lack of 
that 25 was fatal. The majority of those 
who came to Town Meeting (and those who 
did not are barred from finding fault), re- 
corded themselves in favor of the Adminis- 
tration candidates, and they are the officers for | 
the year. We did our best to produce adif- 
ferent result, for reasons that we need not 
reheurse, and we now bow to the will of the 
majority and shall make the best of it.

‘ TOWN MEETING, 


The adjourned meeting was held on Mon 
day last, Col. Grammer taking the chair at 
4 P. M., and immediately proceeding to 
business on 


Art. 4.—To determine what amount of money the 
Town will raise for the eupport of the Poor, and how 
the same shall be appropriated; for Highwave, 
Bridges, Sidewalks, and for Puilding New Roads, and 
how the same ehall be appropriated; for the support 
of Schools, and how the same shall be appropriate dt; 
for the support of the Fire Department; for the sup 
port of the Town Library; for the support of Cen 
tery and Burying Grounds; for the payment of Town 
Officers; for the payment of Interest on Town Debt; 
for the payment of Interest on Water Bonds; for the 
payment of Interest on School-house Loan; for the 
Street Lamp Department; for the Police and Night 
Watch Department; forthe Health Department; for 
Printing; and for Miscellancous Expenses; also for 
ymayment of claim of George H. Norman, for Water 
Vorks extension during the past year, and for ex 
pense for putting in water services. 


A. E. Thompson moved to raise by tax on 
polls, and on personal and real estate, the 
following sums of money for expenses for 
the ensuing year, and also to appropriate the 
same, together with the unexpended hal- 
ances to the credit of the several depart- 
ments :—Almshouse, $8000; outside relict 
$5,500; highways $6 000; new roads $4,000; 
police $8,000; street lamps $2.500; printing 


OO; health $2,548.09; town officers $4 
900; interest on town debt 89,500; interest 


on water bonds $5,000; interest on school 
house loan $2,800; miscellaneous, $2,444.44; 
all to be expended under the direction of the 
Selectmen. To raise $8,250 to pay tempo- 
rary loans; and one mill on a dollar of taxa- 
ble valuation, to be invested in the Sinking 
Fund, by the Sinking Fund Commissioners. 
To raise $3,180 to pay G. H. Norman. To 
raise $6,500 for current expenses, and $5, 
850 for hydrant service, under the direction 
of the Engineers of the Fire Department; 
$200 for burial grounds, under the direction 
of the Cemetery Committee ; $200 under di- 
rection of the Library Committee. 

Mr. John Johnson moved an amendment 
that $26,000 be raised forthe schools, teach- 
ers, &c., and $2,000 forincidental expenses. 

Mark Allen made a motion that action on 
Mr. Johnson's motion be postponed until af- 
ter article 14 had been acted upon. 

Mr. N. Wyman moved as an amendment 
that the article be laid on the table, and ar- 
ticle 14 be immediately taken up. Amend- 
ment accepted, put and carried, and No. 14 
was taken up. 

Ant. 14.—To see what action the Town will take to 
reduce the expenses of the School Department for 
the current year, or do anything in relation to the 
same. 

Mr. Nathan Wyman moved, That the 
whole matter be referred to the Superintend- 
ing School Committee, with instructions to 
use all the economy in the management of 
the schools, that the best interests of said 
schools will permit. 

Mark Allen said he had been looking over 
the school reports of some years back, and 
he thought they had been going all wrong 
for a long time past, he moved as an amend- 
ment that the Superintendents salary be re- 
duced to $1200, 

Mr. Wyman would not accept this amend- 
ment. 

Dr. Clough thought the matter under con- 
sideration was one of vital importance to the 
town; he suggested that a thorough examin- 
ation should be made. It was for the good 
of the Republic that educational facilitie- 
should not be retarded. Mr. Mark Allen, 
who had made such researches, apparently 
knew more about the matter, than he, Dr 
Clough did; but still he would not buds 
from his opinion that our schools ought to 
be maintained properly. 

Mark Allen thought that the gentleman 
who had spoken last had misunderstood him; 
he did not wish to impair education. Hi- 
motion was to fixasalary forthe Superintend- 
ent of schools, which the statutes say the town 
should annually do; he had looked into thi 
salary of previous men, and found no othe: 
had been paid so high. In these times he 
thought salaries ought to be fixed according 
to the times, and that $1200 was a good sal 
ary for the Superintendent. 

Mr. John Johnson thought Mr. Allen had 
not posted himself in the law. He begged 
to call Mr. Allen’s attention to a law which 
left the salary of the superintendent to the 
school committee. 

Rey. E. Mills rose to say he had never 
before occupied any time in town meetings, 
but in such a question he felt constrained to 
speak. He believed that the remarks mack 
by Dr. Clough were correct. Surely, in a 
question of education, no political or secta- 
rian prejudices ought to be introduced. Ey- 
ery man present ought to be interested in thi 
education of his children; those children 
could not be taught without efficient teach- 
ers. It was not the man they wanted, but 
the qualifications of the man. No doubt ii 
was a popular thing to move for the reduc 
tion of the superintendent's salary to $1200; 
but he might become more popular by mak 
ing a motion to reduce it to six hundred, and 
he would as lief do one as the other. The 
man who undertakes the superintendence o1 
schools, was not a man who could fit him 
self for that position in afew weeks. No; it 
required years of careful training and study 
perhaps as much as ten yeurs. If the citi- 
zens desired to have their children educated 
well, he knew they were intelligent enough 
to see that only an efficient person was the 
one to superintend the schools, and that effi- 
ciency must be paid for fairly. But if they 
did not care about the welfare of their chil 
dren, why they would yote to cut-down the 
salaries of efficient men. 

The chairman stated that 
amendment was out of order. 

Mr. Harris moved that the appropriation 
for schools be reduced to $20,000—818,000 
of which should be for teachers, and $2,000 
fur incidental expenses, Gentlemen, con- 
tinned Mr. Harris, our officers who have 
served us for the past year recommend econ- 
omy. Let us go torthem. I stand here as 
a farmer. I can get men to work for me to- 
day, at half the price I had to pay times 
gone by. I want to make one enquiry be- 
fore [sitdown. It appears that there is a 
man mentioned in the Report who has re- 
ceived $12 for tools. This man is called 
Jolin Jones. I have been an inhabitant of 
Woburn many years, and 1 have never met 
or heard of that individual. I should like to 
know who John Jones is, and what John 
Jones is, and where John Jones is, and if he 
is in this hall I should like him to stand up 

The chairman reminded Mr. Harris that 
the question under consideration was one ot 
schools, not tools. 

Mr. John Johnson stated that the town ot 
Malden had raised $42,000 for their schools 
and they had less scholars than Woburn 
The pitiful sum named was totally inade- 
quate to carry the schools through, 

Rey. E, Mills again rose and asked thi 
town to consider that Mr. Harris’s motion 
meant a reduction of no less than $8,000 
Who among that audience—who would give 
this a moment’s consideration, and believ« 
it was true economy. I[t was notso. ‘There 
was no economy init. The fathers of the 
children in Woburn were in that room, and 
they knew that if they wanted the young and 
rising generation to grow up intelligent men 
and women, they must be supplied with qual 
ifled teachers during their school life. Hy 
noticed in the ‘Town Report that some of th 
Selectmen had received certain 
money for services rendered 
year. He did not fora moment doubt but 
that this money was earned, but still jt 
was not a salary, it was mere pin money, fo: 
those gentlemen had the profits of their busi 
ness to support them, and to fall back upon 
But not so with the school teacher; they had 
nothing but their meagre salary to depend 
upon, ‘There was no pin money for them 

rhe principal of the High School received 
only $1900 4 year, and an intelligent, highly 
accomplished lady teacher only recejved the

during the 


sum of $700 for her entire salary, whereas | 


one of the Selectmen has received $725 ay 
mere perquisites of their office. Ile had had 
occasion to employ laboring men during th 
winter; he had never given them less than 
$2.00 a day, which was little enough. But 
this enormous reduction which was proposed, 
would bring down the pay of some of thes« 
teachers, whom we expected to make bril 
liant scholars of our children, to less than 


$2.00 per day. He appealed to their com 
mon sense and judgment not to countenance 


such a thing, opposed to all sense, justice | 


and reason. 

Mr. J. G. Flagg, Jr., wished 
tention to the state of affairs at this time 
trade was stagnant, everything was dull.

Mr. John I. Munroe rose to a question of 
privilege. Mr. Harris's inquiring question 
about John Jones, demanded an answer, be 
cause he felt it reflected somewhat upon 
the Overseers of the Poor and he would call 
upon the Chairman of the Board of Aud tirs 
to tell the Town why that bill for $12 for 
tools, was passed, 

Mr. Flint, in reply, stated that the bill 
came in with others in the ordinary course, 
and was passe d, supposing it correct 

Mr. Munroe said he wished to state to the 
meeting, the circumstances which had given 
birth to John Jones. No manregretted more 
than himself, that the question had been put, 
because itdragged a person into the discussion 
whose feelings would be hurt. While Chair- 
man of the Board of Overseers of the Poor, it 
came to his knowledge that one of the in 
nates of the Poor Farm, had been sent by 
Mr. Rand, the ex keeper of that institution, 
to work on a farm, not belonging to the 
town, Learning this, he took the ground 
that all money earned by the inmates of the 
Poor Farm, ought to be ‘‘ turned in” to the 
own treasury ; consequently he ordered it 
to be paid over to the ‘Treasurer. A. short 
time after this, that poor inmate came to 
him and said he had fairly earned that $12, 
ind begged them to be given to him, 
pecially as he was about to leave the farm. 
ile wanted the money to put with more giv- 
en him by charitable people, for the purpose 
ft purchasing tools that he might obtain 
work and become a self supporting citizen, 
ile, Mr. Munroe, was touched by this poor 
inan’s appeal; he consulted with his col- 
leagues and they resolved to give him this 
312. It was given him, and the money was 
squandered, but to spare his feelings it was 
put down to Jolin Jones.

He asked those citizens who 
were meditating doing honor to the memory 
ff Count Rumford, to remember that thatil 
lustrious man was educated under the $2.7 
regime, and not under the $17.00 period; 
but did he not shed lustre in the town, the 
state and country? Could the world pro- 
duce his equal to-day? No! Therefore he 
rusted that they would vote for the lesser 
appropriation, and thus save the town from 
oankruptey and ruin. 

Mr. Flagg said Mr. Munroe was on 
right side, but he did not go far enough. 

Mr. J. G. Pollard said he did not believe 
there was a man in the room who wanted to 
eome down to the system of 1840, or intro- 
luce the system practiced by other towns. 
Chey wished to do what was best under the 
tircumstances ; he was willing to admit that 
times were hard, very hard. It had been 
well said by some there, that economy was 


the 


veginning at the wrong end. When he 
heard the gentleman on the platform mak« 


uch a long speech about economy, he was 
tstonished that he, who had declared him- 
self such a warm advocate of economy, had 
not thought it right to practice what he 
preached, by seasoning the ‘Town Officers 
salaries with a little of it. The example 
would have been a good one, but, oh no, 
there was no economy there, that must be 
worked out of others. Mr. Pollard wanted 
io know if the tax-payers of Woburn were 
not citizens the same as those who compose 
the Board of Selectmen? Were they not 
subject to the same depression of business, 
to the same hard times, &c., and yet the sav- 
ing was to be got out of them, while the 
own Officers were to make no sacrifice of 
pay. A young lady getting only $500 per 
tnnum, must have her salary cut down, but 
the appropriation for ‘Town Officers must re- 
main untouched. Wholesome, disigserested 
-conomy indeed. Mr. Pollard then read a 
list of 18 neighboring towns, showing the 
teachers’ salaries in each. Woburn stood 
it the bottom of the list. It was against in- 
lucing capital into the town, this destroying 
the means of disseminating knowledge. 

Mr. C. D. Adams said he had heard a 
yentieman make a loose statement about 
Jount Rumford’s education. He wished to 
tell the gentleman who made that statement, 
hat Count Kumford did not acquire his 
«nowledge because of the difficulties of the 
iimes, but in sprte of them. ‘The Count was 
t man who believed in education. —He 
showed it in his foot-sore march to Harvard. 
tle showed it in his bequests. When he, 
Mr. Adams, looked at the schools of Wo- 
burn, he was proud of them, and thought 
they would all agree with him that it was 
necessary to have an efficient staff of teach- 
ers to maintain those schools in the high po- 
sition they held to-day. ‘This could not be 
lone by cutting down teachers’ salaries, 
Last year they were cut down 5 per eent., 
ind now it was desired to curtail them fur- 
ther still. Did the people of Woburn know 
that the consequence of this would be, that 
sood teachers would not stop for bad pay; 
that cheaper and less competent persons 
would take their places; that this wonld 
cause the rich men tu remove their sons and 
laughters to other and better organized 
schools, thus leaving the poor man’s boy to 
1¢ imperfectly educated by the incompetent, 
theap teachers, This would be the result, 
this, the end of the false economy presented 
to them, if they adopted it. 

Mr, Munroe said it was apparent that peo- 
ple were trying to mystify the question, The 
two last gentlemen had endeavored to make 
it appear that the Board of Selectmen had 
tried to cripple the Schools, but this was not 
Some slurrish remarks had been made 
ibout the pay of the Board of Selectuen 
Well, he did not think the Board needed 
iny recommendations of character.

Constantinople, the “ Queen of the Bast,” as 
her own, and that, having gained that prize, 
she will spread to the south and east into 
Egypt and Syria 

writers make up the body of this article, 
which goes to show the character and policy 


of Russia as a nation, Russia is the only 
pure despotism left in Europe. The will of 
the Czar takes the place of parliaments, a 
free press, open courts, and juries.  Extor- 
tion, torture and death are a sacred daty, if 
by these means one can further the glory of 
Russia: and so absolute and acknowledywed 
is the Eyperor’s power, that not even a 


Pope or a Napoleon can boast of a people so 


submissive and so warlike at his nod 
There is but one heart and one dynasty in 
the empire. Court promotion is the great 
desire, and medals and decorations are 


greedily sought afler, 
orable but that of arms. In policy and di- 
plomacy Russia surpasses all other nacions, 
She trains men to diplomacy as we train men 
to medicine or war; therein lies her power. 
No conquests have cost so little war as hers. 
Diplomacy, in the main, wins her victories. 
Karamzin, the greatest historian of Russia, 
says:—‘** The policy of Russia is to be at 
peace with everybody, and make conquests 
without war; but to no opportunity 
without Getbiretlily breaking treaties, to in- 
jure those whose interests do not accord 
with our own.” ‘With smiles of peace and 
friendship, with soft, smooth words on their 
enissaries’ part, have the Russians often di- 
verted every fear, until the certain success 
of their schemes made all fears profitless, 
and baffled every precaution; blind, there- 
fore, and ill-advised must that nation be, 
which can go to sleep over Russian advances, 
be they never so slow.”’ Those are the words 
of an English historian. Respect and defer- 
ence to foreign power, usages and persons is 
assumed throughout. But the Czar is only 
waiting histime. War is undertaken for no 
other purpose than to arrive at conventions 
ruinous to the conquered. Under the pre- 
text of commerce or friendship, she advance 
es only a very few troops into a country by 
way of a gentle trespass. She says she only 
wants to save the people from war, or pro- 
tect their religion, or something else equally

proper. Then, when she is sure of her 
ground, the people become provoked, She 
retaliates. ‘The result is subjection, and, 
often slaughter. Russia considers a Pro- 


tectorate, such as she proposes to establish, 
now in the new Bulgaria, as a matter of im- 
mense importance. It is an entering wedge 
which will at length place the province at 
her mercy. When the time comes for bolder 
proceedings, no profligacy is too gross, no 
crime too enormous that advances by one 
inch the cause of ** Holy Russia.” Russia is 
nothing except when aguressive. She seeks 
universal dominion through intrigue. Since 
the time of Peter the Great, she has ad- 
vanced her dominions L000 miles toward In 
dia, 500 miles towards Constantinople, 630 
towards Stockholm, and 700 towards Berlin 
and Paris. Sweden, Poland, ‘Turkey 
Persia have been despoiled by her, Seven- 
teen days after the Czar declared war against 
Sweden, on a slight pretext, Finland was 
proclaimed annexed to Russia. The Rus- 
sian troops entered Finland proclaiming that 
their sole object was to protect the country 
from the horrors of war; but in faet it was 
made over into # Russian provinee. Russia 


interfered in) Poland to protect the Greek | 
church, In answer to the protestations of 
England and France, Gortsehakoff sent 
haughty dispatches about the honor and in- 


tegrity of Russia, The friendship ended in

2. He shall, under the direction and control of the 
Board, have the care and supervision of all the Pub- 
lic Schools; shall visit euch school as often as is prac 
ticable; carefully examine its progress and condition, 
and labor for ite improvement. He shall advise with 
teachers in reference to instruction und discipline, 
and for this purpose shall hold meetings as often as 
he may deem it necessary; shall pay particular attené 
tion to the classification of the schools, that theyt 
muy be, as fur as practicable, a uniform course pir 
sucd in the different schools of the sume grade; sliall 
see that the prescribed text books are used, and stud 
ies pursued, and none others, and that the standing 
Regulations and all orders of the Board are carried 
out. 

3. He shall exert his personal influence to secure 
a general and regular attendance, and equalize as fir 
as inay be the numbers in the different schools of the 
same grade.

4. He shall devote himself tothe study of our 
school system, and acquaint himself wiia the general

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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 

In the last issue of the Journal, we stated 
some general principles relative to the right 
of the School Committee to annually ap- 
point a Superintendent of public schools, af 
firming the well known principle, that sub- 
atantial notice of the subject matter to be 
acted on at a town meeting is all that is re 
quired by the statutes; that the warrant call- 
ing the meeting in 1878 gave notice at any 
rate, of the question of directing the School 
Committee to appoint a Superintendent for 
one year; that thereby the question of ap- 
pointing a Superintendent at all was brought 
before the annual meeting; that the law rel- 
ative to the appointment of a Superintendent 
in the mean time having been amended, the 
town, if it voted on the question atall, voted 
under the law as amended, and that if the 
town conferred any power upon the School 
Committee, it conferred the full power of the 
statute as amended. We further citeda case 
that is parallel to the one in question, where 
a field driver appointed under a law passed 
after the issuance of the warrant, was held 
to have been legally appointed. We further 
claimed that, if by vote of the town, the 
School Committee were authorized to ap- 
point a Superintendent for one year only, 
the power became vested in the School Com- 
mittee, and the statute as amended was an 
enlargement of the statutory powers of the 
School Committee, and that independently 
of any action of the town, the School Com- 
mittee might thereafter annually appoint a 
Superintendent; and further, that if, as we 
affirm, the town legally voted upon the stat- 
ute as amended, then, beyond all question, 
the authority of the School Committee to 
annually appoint a Superintendent becomes 
a vested power. 

As our attention, however, again has been 
called to the case of Locke vs. Lexington, 
122 Mass, 290, by our sophistical neighbor, 
who tenders us the shadow of the law for the 
substance, we beg leave to again affirm that 
this is not a parallel case. Ist. 
this case, the law of 1878, authorizing the 


Because in 
Selectmen of Lexington to drain certain 
meadows and low lands in that town was a 
special act of the Legislature, and not a gen- 
eral law affecting all towns, as the statute in 
2d.

1873, ch. 214, under which the Seiectmen of 
Lexington claimed to act, was not a law en- 
acted by the Legislature to take effect on its 
passage, or thirty days after its approval by

If the statute as amended had been in force 
a month prior to the date of the warrant is- 
sued in this case, no person would contend 
thatthe notice given was insufficient, be- 
cause every One familiar with the law, knows 
that so long as the warrant stated the subject 
of the appointment of a Superintendent, it 
would be sufficient, nor would anybody pre- 
tend that the vote passed did not authorize 
the School Commitiee to annually appvint a 
Superintendent, because, as every one is 
presumed to know the law, and to intend the 
legal effect and consequences of his act, the 
town is presumed to intend to confer the full 
power of the statute as amended, unless the 
contrary is stated. Why, then, should fur- 
ther notice, or a more explicit vote be re- 
quired when the amendment tukes eflect sub- 
sequent to the date of the warrant, and prior 
to the date of the vote, than would 
quired if the statute as amended had been in 
force atthe date of the warrant?

Dr. MeCook, of Philadelphia, was 
then introduced, and delivered a most thril- 
ling address. In his opening remarks, he 
reminded them of an incident in the battle 
of Trafalgar. Two Scotchmen were sery- 
ing the guns, when they saw Admiral Lord 
Nelson’s pennant fly out with those memo- 
rable words, ‘* England expects every man 
to do his duty.” There,” said one of the 
Scotchmen, ‘see that, there’s not a word 
for poor Scotland, it’s all England.” ‘*Hoot, 
mon,” replied the other, ‘*dinna ye ken 
that the Admiral knows Scotland will do her 
duty without being reminded,” and so he 
(the Dr.), looking upon the large audience 
before him, felt sure they did not need to be 
reminded of their duty tuo the temperance 
cause,. He thought that sucha congregation 
was in itself a pledge, better than blue or 
red ribbon. He had labored personally 
with Mr. Murphy, in Philadelphia. He was 
glad to see the people of Woburn laboring 
with Mr. Palmer; it seemed to him they had 
struck the true line of labor; he appealed to 
all present, as a Christian man, he appealed 
to them as a Christian minister, to do all in 
their power to stem the tide of intemperance, 
He observed a great many young men pres- 
ent; he hoped they would purify themselves 
against the debasing influence of intemper- 
ance, 

Rev. Mr. Pomfret being called upon, 
made some very appropriate remarks; he 
likened the temperance cause to the slavery 
question, which in times gone by had agitated 
the public mind, ‘That question of slavery 
was remanded out of sight, but it would not 
be put out of sight, because it touched the 
conscience and awakened a feeling that must 
be met. Even su with temperance, people 
wanted to put it out of sight, but it would 
not be hidden; the conscience was touched 
and would not be satisfied until the question 
was fully met. He was present at Framing- 
ham, last year, when that army of Christian 
women assembled to pray for the suppression 
of intemperance ; he could see the coming of 
that day when their prayers would be an- 
swered; it might be a long way off, but the 
end was sure. 

Mr. A. S. Palmer then delivered a short 
but impressive address in which he bade 
furewell to his Woburn friends. He had 
been working among them for ten days, and 
now the time had arrived for him to depart; 
he hoped that some hearts had been touched 
and awakened during his stay. He begged 
to thank the Reform Club for their kind as- 
sistance, &c., also those who had assisted 
them in their service of song. ‘To the ladies 
of the Christian Union, he was indebted for 
much kindness and Christian sympathy; he 
might never see them again in this world, 
but he hoped he should meet them in that 
sweet bye and byes Mr. Palmer then drew 
several Bible illustrations of woman's worth 
in righteous causes. 

Rey. Mr. Mills, who had justarrived from 
Billerica, was then requested to speak, He 
stated that he was glad to see the manifesta- 
tion of a desire to extermi ate drink from 
the land; there were hundreds of various 
temperance societies, and he believed that 
all efforts put forth in the right direction 
would be blessed, but standing out above 
all others was the Gospel temperance move 
ment; this was the best of all. He often 
heard that well known hymn, ‘ Hold the 
Fort,” sung at temperance meetings, but he 
could not understand why it should be sung 
on such occasions, because those who were 
fighting against intemperance did not pos- 
sesss the fort, so could not hold it. They 
were storming the fort, which was held by 
the rumseller, who, under the protection of 
the law, felt as secure and safe in his legal 
fortress as Belshazzar did in his strong hold 
of Babylon. That voluptuous monarch 
thought his walls impregnable and his riy 
ers impussable, but by perseverance the en 
emy changed the course af the Kuphrates, 
and climbing the walls of Babylon's mighty 
citadel, struck down the monarch at the foot 
of his throne. He believed that a healthy 
public sentiment in favor of temperance, 
would in time overcome the obstacles which 


it was said stood in the way; he believed 
that with God's help, they might yet be able 
to change the current of opinion; to divert 


the stream of legal security, which at pre 


ent encompasses the enemy's stronghold, 
and be able to climb bis walls, and strike a 
blow at his nefarious traffle; he believed that 
if a strong feeling against drink could be 
created among the citizens, the ‘Town Fath 
ers would not dure lend the countenance of 


authority to men engaged in the liquor trat 
fic He hud but little hope ot success, 
long as men were permitted, under cover of 
the law, to bring drink into the precincts of 
the home to tempt and destroy our young 
men, 

The meeting was then closed with the ben 
ediction pronounced by Dr, McCook 

It'was near ten o'clock when the last 
words were uttered, but no one appeared to 
think the meeting unnecessarily prolonged 
The addreses were so stirring and linpres

THE WOBURN CONFERENCE, 

The semi-annual meeting of the Woburn 
Conference was held in the First Congrega 
tional Church, on Tuesday. The unfavor- 
able state of the weather doubtless prevent- 
ed many from attending, but despite the 
wind and rain, nineteen out of twenty one 
churches were represented, and about 500 
rhe

was taken by the Rev. Edward G. Porter, 
of Lexington, Moderator of the Conference, 
Che minutes of the previous Conterenc 
were chen read by the Scribe, Rev. M. M. 
Cutter, and approved. 

The Rev. D. P. Noyes, of Wilmington, 
stated that the attention of many persons had 
been called to a subject of great importance, 
viz: “The observance of the Sabbath 
day,” especially in its connection with rail 
ways. Many church members were em- 
ployed on various railroads, and they had to 
work on the Sabbath, or lose their means of 
living. ‘The question arose, were these per- 
sons really breaking the Sabbath day or not. 
He did not know if he was mn orderin bring- 
ing the subject before the Conference at 
that early stage, therefore he would move 
that a committee of three be appointed to 
consider th expediency of taking action at 
that Conference, upon the subject of Sab- 
bath day observance. Upon this motion be- 
ing put and carried, the chair appointed the 
Rey. D. P. Noyes, Dr. Wellman, of Mal- 
den, and Deacon C. N. Chapin, of Melrose, 
as the committee. 

Reports of the various churches were then 
made by the delegates. From the printed 
consolidated report it appears that the aygre- 
yate membership of the churches embraced 
in the Conference, is 8,674; having in addi- 
tion a Sabbath School membership of 4821. 
The sum total of benevolent contributions 
for the year, was $16,841.42, being a gain 
of $,715.06 over the previous year, The 
amount has been distributed follows: 
Local missions, $1,047.38; Home Missions,

621.60; American Board, 84,834.17; 
Freedmen, $1,572.98; Church Building, 
$459.80; Christian Education, $631.49; 
Christian publication, $521.25; Seamen, 


$117.88; Miscellaneous, $5,145.83. The to- 
tal for current parish expenses was, $55,008.- 
37, being $13,424.12 less than the previous 
year, 

Several items of interest were contribu- 
ted by delegates, in addition to the printed 
statistics, representing that on the whole 
there had been a gradual development of the 
lite of the churches; many had sought to rid 
themselves of the incumbrance of debt, and 
in nota few, efforts had been put forth to 
strengthen the life of the societies against 
future embarrassments by retrenchment and 
economy. 

After the reports, Rey. John. G. ‘Taylor, 
of Melrose Highlands, addressed the Con- 
ference in support ofa petition for assistance 
in building a chapel at that place. It was 
voted that Mr. ‘Taylor’s uppeal be recom- 
mended to the good will of the members ot 
the Conference. 

Dr. March moved that Rey. Mr. 
and Pastors and members of other denon, 
inational churches present, be invited to 
participate in the discussion which was to 
follow. Motion putand carried unanimously. 

(fhe topic for diseussion was Christian 
Morahty. The first division: ‘* What is 
Cristian morality?” opened by the Rev. J 
W. Wellman, DD. Dr. Wellman’ pre- 
sumed that he was expected to define what 
Christian morality was. | Morality, le sup 
posed, was obedience to moral law, and 
uoral law was that which required of us, to 
vw and todo what was right. ‘Thus, then, 
voral law taught what characters we ought 
to have, and what things we ought to do. 
Christian morality, he assumed to be the 
morality which Christianity teaches, and 
which was far in advance of any other teact- 
ing. The life of Christ on earth, was an ex- 
imple of Christian morality. There was a 
morality called business morality and social 
morality, and he believed there was a some- 
thing called political morality; but he felt 
sure that none of these could compare with 
that morality which was of Christ. Hy 
thought that a distinction ought to be drawn

between morality and piety. © Man’s: right- 
vousness to man was morality, but man’s 


righteousness to God, was piety. ‘The re: 
son why so many men broke down in their 
morality, was because they had not a love 
of God in their hearts. Men must have a 
new heart,—there lay the fountain of Christ- 
ian morality. When the prophet Elisha es- 
suyed to remove the poisonous properties of 
the stream complained of by the people of 
Jericho, he did not attempt to purity the 
waters flowing through the city, but taking 
sult in his hand, he proceeded to the spring 
from whence the waters flowed. He went 
to the source, the fountain of those waters, 
ind there cast in his salt which purified the 
stream. The great trouble with men, con- 
tinued the Dr., is, that they trouble more 
about the stream than the fountain. What 
Elisha did, man must do if he would have 
Christian morality, He must go to the 
fountain from whence he can alone obtain 
moral purity, which is Christ. 

2d Clause. ‘' How to enforce it.” This 
was opened by the Rev. Marshal M. Cutter, 
A great many people, said Mr, Cutter, mis 
ipprehened the word morality. They made 
a false prop of the word by elevating self, 
or this so-called morality into the place ot 
God, and worshipping that. On account of 
this great misuse of the word, many Clirist- 
ians shrink from pressing the matter before 
the churches. He knew people who had a 
scrupulous dislike to enter up-n the ques- 
tion of doctrinal purity. He believed that 
the Christian life was summed up in the 
words contained in Paul’s exhortation to the 
Ephesians, ** Putting on, and putting off 
People, in order to enforce Christain moral- 
ity, must live Christian lives. By a direct 
life, men gave life to the true principal with 
in. A Christian life was a thing which com 
menced inside and worked outwards; not 
commencing from the exterior and working 
inwards. God's word contained better 
fuller explanations of how to enforce Chirist 
ian morality than he could give, He could 


only refer them to the lite of Christ A 
right heart would inevitably show itself in a 
right life, and that life would live in’ th 
memory and minds of posterity, long after

Bd Clause, ‘1s there enough of distinet 
ively ethical preaching?” This question was 
debated by laymen only, Mr. J. Ul, Tyler 
of Winchester, opened with a statement that 


a certain denomination claimed that it 
preached morality more than any other de- 
nomination He believed it did, but that 


voumunity went further; they also claimed 
that they had more morality and less of that 
business raseality among them which often 
creeps into Christian churches He did not 
know fur this might be true, but if it 
was so, it was doubtless owing to the moral 
preaching With regard to the question

sermons preached, but he had never heard a 
truly ethical sermon preached in his life,

He 
lieved the time had come when this question 
could no longer be put off. The state of so- 
ciety made more moral preaching a neces- 
sity. 

4th Clause. ‘In view af the events of the 
times, is sufficient prominence given by our 
preachers and Sabbath school teachers to the 
virtues of fidelity, honesty and truthful 
ness?” The debaie on this last clause of tht 
topic, was carried on in a very animated 
spirit. The Rev. W. H. Wilcox, of Rend 
ing, believed that there ought to be more 
of that kind of teaching which had just 
been so ably advocated by the gentleman 
from Winchester. ‘Phe longer he lived, the 
more he preached, he saw that this phase of 
preaching had been sadly overlooked 
Preachers and teachers ought certainly to 
emphasize the moral dutyofiman. The rea- 
son why it was not enforced more, might be 
in the tact that some people were inthe habit 
of drawing such a sharp line between mo- 
rality and piety. ‘The following would serve 
an instanee, <A certain member of a 
church had contracted a chronic complaint 
of failing in business every two or three 
years, People were not slow to say that 
that member was making a fair success out 
of his failures.

Rey. Dr. Burrows, Secretary of the Ilome 
Mission Society was then called upon. He 
thought it expedient to go back a little of the 
question, Tle believed it would be a good 
thing to offer 81000 tor the best invention ot 
a self-detecting system of book-keeping. He 
would give $50,000 for such an invention, 
and could make a million out of it. With 
reference to the question proper, he would 
ask if morality was one of the fixed studies 
in the public schools? Did it rank with 
geology, astronomy, or arithmetic? Did it 
fave a place atall? Nol Everything hav- 
ing adollaratthe end was taught, rigidly 
taught, but morality as a study was passed 
ver. He thought the difficulty lay away 
back in the schools; he did not suppose a 
teacher would allow a scholar to swear in 
school, but if that teacher heard the scholar 
in the streets, would the delin- 
quent be called to a school account for his 
profanity? No, He thought it just as nee- 
essary to teach a child something about the 
liws of life, us to cram it with the laws which 
yovern stars. He could not speak Sanscrit 
because Sanskrit had never tormed a part of 
his studies, it had never been taught him. 
Just so with ayreat many people; they knew 


wearing 


no morality because they had never been 
taught its principals in early life. 
At this stage, the meeting adjourned, An 


excellent collation was served in the vestry. 
Phe blessing was invoked by Rev. E. Mills, 
of Woburn. Our lidies of Woburn were in- 
defatigable in their care and attention to the 
wants of their numeous guests.

Look ar tie Ficgures.—Woburn has just 
completed a year under the license system. 
We have before called attention to the opin- 
ions expressed by advocates of the license 


system, that less liquor would be used unde

T have been requested in addition to my | 
annual report as Secretary of the school, to 
give an accoustof the establishment of the | 
Sabbath School in Burlington. In prepar- 
ing this account, [have found much help in | 
the journal kept by me honored yrandtith- 
er, Rey. Samuel Sewall, during his twenty- | 
eight years of ininistry in this place, as well | 
asin an address delivered by him at our | 
fortieth anniversary. 

Long before the establishment of the Sab- | 
bath School, the children and youth had re- | 
ceived Biblical instruction in the form = of 
**Catechising,” an exercise much practiced | 


by the clergyman of those olden days. Rev. | 
John Marrett, minister of Burlington trom 
1774 to 1818, left behind him, not only a 


copy of the Assembly's Shorter Catechism, 
which he had used for many years, but also 
a paper on which he had written certain 
‘Instructions for Children,” composed by 


himself. Ilis son-in-law and = successor, 
Rev. Samuel Sewall, commenced this exer- 
cise in 1815 or 1816. ‘The catechism used | 
by him was not the ‘ Assembly’s Shorter 
Catechism,” but one composed by Rey. Hez- | 
ekiah Packard, formerly a minister of} 
Chelinsford, and published in 1796. After- 


ward other books were introduced, as ** Dr, 
Watts’ Catechism,” and Questions on the | 
Historical part of the New Testament.” A 
few years later Bible classes were formed, 
consisting of youngemen and women, who 
met at the house of the minister to receive 
instruction in the Scriptures. Of these | 
classes, Mr. Sewall says, ‘The attendance | 
was very good, sometines as many as twenty 
would come. ‘Their behaviour while to- | 
gether, was always respectful and becom- 


ing.” A lesson to the young people of the 
present day, who too often forget the re- 


spect due to the Seriptures, and the saneti- 
ty of the house of God. 

The first Sabbath School in Burlington 
was organized, May 4th, 1827. I cannot 
find that a Superintendent was chosen inthe 
first years of the school. Among the first 
teachers, we find the names of two individ- 
uals, who probably undertook the manage- 
ment of the school. ‘These were Nathaniel 
Cutler, now a resident of a distant town, 
and Nathan Blanchard, afterward a deacon 


of the church, and now well-known and 
much respected in this place. On their first 
meeting, Dr, Ezra Ripley, formerly muinis- 


ter of Concord, Mass., addressed the se hool, 
encouraging its members in their good vars, 
A library was given by Mr. Blanchard and 
his brother. ‘The book first studied was a 
* Series of Questions on the Selected Scrip- 
ture Lessons for the Sabbath Schools,” by 
Rev. Albert Judson, published in Piiladel- 
phia, in 1827. Inthe journal to which I 
have referred, I find the following memo- 
randum, 

*182z7. July Lst. Attended Sabbath 
School in the morning. Much pleased with 
its appearance, About fifty present of the 
students, eight or nine instructors, and a 
number of spectators.” 

The school at this time and for many years 
afterward, was held in the Centre School 
House before the morning service. Noy. 
4th, 1827, the school was closed for the win- 
At the time 


ter. of closing, there were six- 
ty or seventy scholars, eight or ten teach 
ers, and an average attendince of fifty. In 


the spring of 1828, the school was reopened, 
and continued under the guidance the 
same teachers and with the help of the same 
books, as the preceding year, But for four 
years afterward, in the words of Rey. Mr. 
Sewall, **A cloud hung over the school, and 
its prospects were veiled in discouragement.” 
All this time the Bible were contin- 
ued, and several unsuccessful efforts were 
made by the minister to reopen the school, 
In 1880, * Catechising ” as a distinet exer- 
cise was discontinued. In 1833, however, 
a school was again organized, which had fif 
ty pupils or upwi ards, seven teachers, and 
Mr, Otis Cutler tor Superintendent, Under 
his direction, the school uppeared to pros- 
per, ull Noy. 10th, when the lower 
were dismissed for the winter, and the high- 
er ones were invited to attend and be heard,

know, that at this time the chureh was un- 
warmed, and very few would be brave 


enough to enter a cold room, at nine o'clock 
on a Winter morning, much less to remain 
there for an hour or more to pursue the les- 
son for the day. In 1887, after a partial dis- 
continuance of the Sabbath School for sey- 
eral years, it was once more organized, In 
the spring of that year, Rey, Asa Bullard, 
then Sabbath School Agent, visited this 
place, and mainly through his efforts, new 
interest in the subject was awakened. On 
the Subbath day, June 25, 1887, the school 
was reorganized, ‘The scholars were ar- 
ranged in classes, and Mr, Nathan Blan- 
chard chosen Superintendent, ‘Ten teach- | 
ers at first offered their services, and soon 
after, others were added to their number, | 
At this time, Sabbath School concerts were | 
introduced inte the school. ‘The first exer- 


cise of this kind was held in this place, on 
‘Tuesday evening, Dee, 12th, 1837. 1 find }

they were willing to sacrifice life itself tor 
this fuir land of ours; they were willing to 
pour out their heart’s blood in defence of our 
glorious liberties, these benign institutions, 
that were the dear purchase of our fathers.

}sccond service as ‘* recruits” instead of 
* veterans.” All such should send their dis 
charges to George W. Linscott, (formerly 
of Woburn), Rockland, Mass., who will, 
without delay, secure an ‘‘ office muster” 
}and collect the difference between * recruit” 
and ‘* veteran” bounty, amounting to $102 
or $202, according to date of second enlist- 
ment. Of course those who have received 
full $402 from the United States for their 
second service are not further entitled.

We re- 
inember, as if it were but yesterday, the first 
fevered days which brought news of the 
bombardment and capture of Fort Sumpter, 
the President’s call for troops, the departure 
mid tears and blessings of the first regiments, 
and the anguish of the first overwhelming 
defeats. We remember, too, the long weary 
days and weeks and months that followed; 
the alternate success and defeat, the heart- 
sickening delays, the anxious, blear-eyed 
watching for news, the lightning death- 
blows here and there which draped the land 
inmourning, andatlength the slow approach- 
ing, much longed for, prayed forend., For 
months you remember, the lines drew closer 
andcloserabout Petersburg, Sherman broke 
through the barriers in the West, and swept 
unimpeded through the heart of the sunny 
South.

who looked most hopefully to the end of the | 
cruel war, answer. True, our armies of cit | 
izen soldiers dissolved as if by magic. The 
bands of Roderic Dhu, on the bleak hills of | 
Scotland, disappeared not more swiftly and 
silently thanours, To their honor letit be ever 
said, that not one feather’s weight was added 
to the complex questions of re-construction 
by demands or exactions of the officers or 
soldiers of the Union armies. Other lands 
have often found more danger from their 
victorious battalions than from their foes. 
Not so with us. First in war, our soldiers 
were also first in peace, and will ever be first 
in the affectionate regard of their country- 
men. 

But the war over, the armies disbanded, 
the country at peace, we have drunk to the 
dregs the cup poisoned by the passions and 
corruptions of the war. First, there were 
Southern outrages and disturbances and the 
strife of re-adjustment; then came financial 
convulsions, begotten by an inflated, irre- 
deemable currency, and the extravagance of 
the war, which have shaken society to its 
very bottom, and still threaten to shatter its 
foundations,—riots, communism and anutter 
destruction of mercantile confidence and fi- 
nancial honor. Directly, or indirectly, the 
war is chargeable with all these things. Not 
that this war was worse in its effects than 
other wars. France and Germany are pay- 
ing for their season of conflict in much the 
same way. We are not now in as great dis- 
tress as was this country after the revolution, 
But these are the outgrowth of all wars, and 
we are paying a common penalty. 

In view of all these agonies, does not the 
war need justification? And where shall we 
find it? Would it not have been better to 
let the South go its way, and take its petty 
forts, guns and arsenals? Yes, a thousand 
times, yes, if these were all we fought for. 
Their taxation paid for these as well as ours. 
Territory enough and to spare would have 
been left us. But it was not for forts, or ar- 
senals or territory that we fought. It was 
not, asin the Revolution, to escape unjust 
taxation and foreign aggression; it was not, 
as in 1812, to protect our commerce from de- 
struction and our seamen from the press- 
gang; it was not, as in the Mexican war, 
without justification, for mere sectional ag- 
grandizement. Noble as were the two ear- 
lier wars, this was nobler than they. Our 
fathers withstood a tangible, material wrong, 
which appealed to purses as much as to pa- 
triotism. This war was for an idea only. If 
the South had gone its way, it would have 
imposed no tax upon our tea, claimed no 
right of search upon our ships. It claimed 
only the right to set at naught the Constitu- 
tion; it asserted only the sovereign right of 
any State to do as it saw fit. These were the 
claims which we contested through four 
years of bloody war, and which we crushed 
by arms, as Webster crushed them years be- 
fore, hy logic. 


And do yeu say that logic is a poor thing | 


to shed blood for; that ideas are light in the 
scale with human suffering? Very true— 
too true for us if nothing stood behind the 
logic and the ideas. But something did stand 
behind them, does stand behind them, and 
ever must, if we are to continue a free people. 
The legacy handed down to us .by our fa- 
thers stood behind them—the legacy of con- 
stitutional government, of freedom, of equal- 
ity,ofstability, of Anglo-Saxon civilization. as 
against South American disruption and bar- 
barism. Granted once that a number of 
States has the right to secede, and you must 
grant that each State may do the same; that 
the whole country has no rights which a 
State is bound to respect, and with that, 
down comes the stately edifice of your coun- 
try and your government; not one stone left 
upon another that shall not be thrown down. 
Instead of a glorious nation, able to ensure 
the peace und happiness of all, you have 
chaos, amass of petty principalities wrang- 
ling incessantly among themselves, the prey 
of any home usurper, or foreign despot. It 
was these dangers, gentlemen, that you 
combatted; it was the blessings of home and 
peace, of liberty and government, that you 
won, and will hand down undiminished, for- 
ever assured to your children. This, then, 


is the complete and ample justification of the | 


war; this itis that gives you reason to glory in 
it and its results. 

But great and glorious as these things 
are, they are by no means the full measure 
of your deeds, It was your fortune under 
the guiding hand of Providence, to wipe out 
the foulest blot, almost the only blot on our 
nation’s name, to strike the shackles from a 
race of slaves, to bring to the light of day a 
raceof men. The emancipation of the slave 
was not, as it is often said to have been, the 
object of the war. It was one of the war's 
results. Years of trial in the flery furnace 
ofconflict were necessary to purify our souls 
and brush the mists of prejudice from be- 
fore our eyes. But that done, we saw 
proudly and still see the negro as our fellow 
soldier in the war, and his freedom as its 
crowning glory. In the words of another, 
‘*There was a sepulchere in the land, and 
death wasin it; the great stone of publi 
opinion way rolled against it and the sea 
the constitution was placed upon it.” 


It 
was your high mission to break tle seal, to 
roll away the stone, to bid the dead come 


forth. This is the picture for the ages; the 
empty prison house, the broken chains, the 
outcoming race and its deliverers. 

Again, we are often told that the days of 
heroism have passed away, that the luxuries 
and refinements of civilization have killed 
martial ardor and heroic daring; that these 
are now things of history and fiction. It is 
the glory of our citizen soldiery to have 
proved this statement false. Point where 
you willon the most glorious page in the 
history of any people and I will show you a 
counterpart in the history of our war. Do 
you tell me of the handful of Spartans who 
withstood the power of Xerxes’ army at 
Thermopyle till every defender had per- 
ished. I will tell you of a few hundred 
Union soldiers who held Altoona Pass 
against overwhelming odds; held it, gen- 
tlemen, after they were driven from all 
their outworks and huddled together al- 
most without protection in the inner 
fort, held it while their ranks were deci- 
mated by the inceessant rush of shotandshell, 
held it till half their number fell, held it till 
Sherman reached them, drove back the en- 
emy and saved the stores which carried him 
on his triumphal march to the sea. 

Do you tell me of the charge of the 
Hundred at Balaklava upon the whole Rus- 
sian army; of. a devoted body of men who 
obeyed orders which they knew to be a 
blunder and obeyed them with their lives? 
I will tell you of a New England regiment 
ordered by mistake to charge upon the 
whole rebel army impregnably intrenched, 
Can you not see the men standing up in 
line for this last time? How their cheeks 
turned pale as they saw certain death before 
them; no hope of reaching the rebel batter- 
ies, outnumbered fifty to one if they did 
reach them, knowing that their lives were 
thrown away by some one's blunder? Might 
not brave men have disobeyed? Yes. But 
these did not. Shoulder to shoulder they 
made their last hopeless charge into the jaws 
of death; intothe gates of hell, Of them 
can it be as truly said as of the Britons?

Yes, gentlemen, if ever war was justified 
by its results, surely this one was; it was a 
war for peace, for stability, for good govern- 
ment, It was a war for liberty, for human- 
ity; it was an heroic, a glorious war. 
Proudly then, and with good reason have we 
stood to-day by the graves of those who laid 
down their lives for their country and for hu- 
manity. Reverently we have paid to them our 
tribute of flowers and our homage of love. 
After life’s fitful fever they sleep well. Years 
have rolled away since they sank to rest. 
Nothing we can do, reverently, lovingly 
though it be done, can reach them now. But 
their life and their death can reach us who 
stay behind, can teach us, are teaching us, 
the cost of ‘liberty, the blessings of peace, 
the nobility of living, of dying, if need be, 


for the eternal principles of truth, of justice, 
and humanity. 

To you who stay behind, companions- in- 
arms of those lying yonder, this is a service of 
deep and solemn moment. It must needs 
bring back to you the days that are forever 
gone; the scenes and services in which you 
spent the best years, the best energies of 
your lives. It must needs recall faces and 
forms you will never see in the flesh again. 
Year by year, as you gather at this place, it 
f# With thinned ranks,—ranks from which 
there is no furlough, saye in the hereafter, 
and for which there canbe no recruits. But 
in the tribute paid to these your companions, 
you may be assured of the perpetual tribute 
succeeding generations will pay to you. It 
is no mean thing; it is a grand and noble 
thing to have served the‘ country in her 
greatest need, to have crushed treason, which 
would have dismembered the land, to have 
assurelto your children what the fathers be- 
queathed to you,— the blessings of peace 
and prosperity, of liberty, equality and good 
government. Achievements such as these 
will never die; embalmed in flowers, carved 
in marble, printed on the unfading page of 
history, they will live forever and immortal- 
ize your lives, 

The young orator sat down amidst loud 
applause, A quartette followed, entitled, 
‘A Pean for the Brave ;" this was sung by 
Mrs. W. H. Bailey, Miss Kate T. Pond, Mr.
